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NEW DISCOVERY 

MEDIEVAL SILVER BRACTEATES 


GANDRA KINGDOM OF EAST BENGAL 

This hitherto unknown coinage of the Candra dynasty circulated in the Assam- 
Sylhet-Chittagong region of southeastern Bengal, where Candra family con- 
solidated power after losing control in the eighth century of Arakan on the west 
Burma coast. These rare silver coins are in bracteate form (i.e. incuse reverse). 
The basic type seen is this hoard bears on the obverse a humped bull (zebu) 
standing with the bell characteristic of the Candra dynasty hanging around its 
neck and a crescent in front and behind. Above the bull appear legends 
consisting of three or four characters. M. Mitchener, in his forthcoming article in 
Numismatic Circular where he dates these issues to ca. 1000 A. D., reads the 
legends as either Va-Re-Ke-Ta or Vi-Re-Ka, both variants on Pattikera, the old 
name for the capital city of the East Bengal Candras, Samatata. Prof. Robert S. 
Wicks of Cornell University prefers to see them as stylistic successors of the 
Krakan region coinage of the Candras and therefore datable to the early eighth 
century A. D. Wicks believes they maintain the same Ha-Ri-Ke-La Legend and 
the same obverse type as the Arakan coinage as well as employing on a few 
extremely rare hoard specimens what had been the Arakan reverse type Class D 
of the Trisula design, which supports their derivation from a formerly bi-faced 
coinage.

Medal Honors Hubert H. Humphrey 


while more than 2,000 well-wishers gathered to pay 
tribute to Hubert Horatio Humphrey at a $1,000-a- 
plate dinner in the nation's capital on December 2nd, 
a new bas-relief portrait, intended to be struck into 
fine art medals, was on display during the entire gala 
evening. The well-wishers, who contributed $7 
million toward a $20 million fund-raising in 
Humphrey's honor, included such luminaries as Presi- 
dent Carter, the Vice President, members of the 
Cabinet and Congress, dignitaries from every state, 
and a multitude of notables from the entertainment 
field. 

The 19-inch portrait, showing a beaming former 
Vice President, was donated by Medallic Art Com- 
pany of Danbury, Connecticut, which will strike the 
medals. The portrait was created by Robert A. Wein- 
man, prominent sculptor and past president of the 
National Sculpture Society. It displayed Humphrey as ''the happy warrior" at the height of his 
public career. 

The multimillion dollar drive was launched by the University of Minnesota, Humphrey's alma 
mater to establish the Hubert H. Humphrey Institute of Public Affairs. The Institute, an 
expansion of the University's present school of public affairs, will specialize In subjects close to 
the former statesman, such as social sciences and political philosophy. 

The medals will be issued In two forms, a high-relief fine art medal, and a low-relief, coin-like 
medal. Both models were prepared by sculptor Weinman and show a portrait of the former Vice 
President facing left. The medallic portraits will be bestowed upon donors who contribute from 
$25 to nearly $100,000. A galvano plaque of the art medal by artist Weinman will be awarded, 
along with small bronze busts, to larger donors. 

A larger than life-size bust of Humphrey is being prepared by sculptor Weinman, the original 
of which, in bronze, will be located at the Hubert H. Humphrey Institute of Public Affairs. The 
United States Congress is considering placing a marble reproduction of this bust in the Capitol. 

The medals will be distributed to donors In the following varieties: 

• $24 to $99: a silver dollar size coin relief bronze medal In an imprinted plastic stand; 

• $100 to $999: a 2 3/4 inch bronze medal in antique finish with a bronze easel stand; 

• $1 ,000 to $9,999: a 2 3/4 inch art medal silver plated bronze in a velvet covered display stand; 

• $10,000 to $24,999: a 2 3/4 inch art medal silver plated bronze in a Lucite wedge mounted on a 
walnut stand with Individual nameplate; 

• $25,000 to $99,999: same as above, except medal of 24 karat gold on bronze; 

• $100,000 to $999,999: 10-inch galvano plaque cast of bas-relief sculpture mounted on walnut 
board with nameplate; and 

• $1 million and above: 9-inch bronze cast bust statue of the Senator.

Taking Another Chance 

Enclosed is my check in the amount of $12 for next year's dues. I am renewing my 
membership despite some problems with the direction being taken by the 
Association. I shall try to enumerate some of my more serious concerns. 

1 . While there may or may not be merit in denying bourse space to certain dealers at 
the convention, there cannot be any excuse for closing an entire exhibit area a full day 
early. After all, even if half the dealers left the bourse early, there would still be some 
to see. But when the entire exhibit area is closed, there is nothing to see. (I am very 
pleased that I decided not to undertake the expense of putting together an exhibit of 
pattern half-dollars). But, whereas the dealers can sue If they think they are getting a 
raw deal, the individual travelling to see an exhibit is hardly likely to do so. 

2. I am disturbed by the apparent hit-or-miss attitude of the board in approving a 
book on grading without having read it. This is a truly marvelous act of faith in the 
experience, judgement, writing ability, and pure professionalism of Abe Kosoff. It Is 
even probable that the faith was warranted. But so much Importance will be placed on 
the pronouncements encompassed in the new "bible," approved and sanctioned by 
the ANA, that the board action must be labelled "ill-advised." 

Look, we need such a guide. I have read ads, just this past weekend, referring to BU 
with a trace of friction. When a collector experiences difficulty in evaluating such 
contradicting descriptions, the hobby could be in big trouble. 

3. The recent furor over President Criswell's remarks at the banquet is especially 
disturbing. First, I agree with what he said. The mint is not a friend of the collector. Nor 
should it be. The business of the mint is to provide a medium of exchange for 
circulation. When it deviates from that purpose, there has to be a good reason. And 
the prices charged for proof sets and mint sets are the reasons. If the collecting 
fraternity would turn its collective back on the high price offerings, the phony 
friendship would disappear, the prices might come down, and, just possibly, proof 
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and the 150 Philatelic Centers at post 
offices across the nation.

... ANS Offers Study Grants 

and Graduate Fellowship 

The American Numismatic Society 
will offer ten grants-in-aid for study at 
the twenty-sixth Seminar in 
Numismatics to be held at its museum, 
June 13 through August 12, 1978. These 
grants will be available to students of 
high competence who will have com- 
pleted at least one year's graduate study 
in Classics, Archaeology, History, Art 
History, Economic History, or other 
related disciplines. Areas of study may 
include the ancient Mediterranean, the 
ancient Near East, mediaeval Europe, 
Latin America, the Islamic world. South 
Asia, or East Asia. Applications will be 
accepted also from junior university or 
college instructors with a degree in one 
of these fields. Each grant will carry a 
stipend of $750. 

The purpose of the grants is to provide 
a selected number of graduate students 
with a deeper understanding of the 
indispensable contribution numismatics 
makes to other fields of study. 

The program of the seminar involves 
an intensive curriculum of study which 
will include attendance at lectures and 
conferences conducted by specialists in 
various fields, preparation and oral 
delivery of a paper on a topic of the 
student's selection, and actual contact 
with the coinages related to that topic. 
Formal and informal sessions will treat 
problems related to subjects such as the 
following: coin hoards and excavation 
coins; dated coins and their historical 
significance; constitutional, social and 
religious policies as reflected in Roman 
coinage; Byzantine art history from 
coins; mediaeval coins as political 
documents; the contribution of Islamic 
coins to history and art. Curators of the 
American Numismatic Society and 


professors from universities in this coun- 
try and abroad will participate in the 
program. 

The Society will also award a 
fellowship of $3500 to a university 
graduate student in the fields of the 
humanities or the social sciences. 

Qualified applicants are those who 
will have completed the general ex- 
aminations (or the equivalent) for the 
doctorate; who will be writing a disser- 
tation during the academic year of 1978- 
79 on a topic in which the use of 
numismatics plays a significant part; and 
those who will have attended one of the 
Society's Summer Seminars prior to the 
time of application. 

Applications for both the grants and 
fellowship must be completed by March 
1; announcement of the award of the 
Fellowship will be made prior to April 1.

Indian Head Cent Featured 
on New U.S. Stamp 

The Indian Head Cent graces a new 
smaller size U.S. stamp being tested 
currently In five American cities. 
Measuring .54 x .66 inches as opposed to 
a standard .75 x .87 inches In the image 
area, the size enables a pane to contain 
150 stamps compared to 100 of a stan- 
dard size, thus making 600 stamps to a 
sheet normally comprised of 400. Should 
test results be favorable, the smaller 
stamps will produce cost savings up to 
$700,000 per year. 

Tests are being conducted to deter- 
mine customer reaction to the smaller 
format, with emphasis on ease of tearing 
and affixing stamps, and compatibility 
with mail processing systems in actual 
operation. 

Test cities included in the experiment 
through May are Kansas City, Mo.; 
Hartford, Conn.; Richmond, Va.; 
Memphis, Tenn.; and Portland, Ore. 
The Indian Head Cent stamps will be 
sold in these towns until the experiment 
is terminated, as well as for the next year 
through mail order from the Philatelic 
Sales Branch, Washington, D.C. 20265, 
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ANS to Receive Famous 
U.S. **1804^' Dollar 

The American Numismatic Society, 
one of the largest coin museums in the 
world, has acquired its first example of 
the rare U.S. "'1804 Dollar"' from the 
Chase Manhattan Bank Money Collec- 
tion through a special loan/gift arrange- 
ment. 

Silver dollars dated 1804 are one of 
the most publicized and sought after 
rarities in the United States series. No 
genuine coins of this type are known — 
all were created surreptitiously by 
U.S. Mint employees in 1834 and again in 
1858. The specimen, now at ANS head- 
quarters, was made in 1858 and first 
appeared in 1894, accompanied by a 
document attesting to Its genuineness as 
an issue struck in 1804, signed by the 
then Mint Superintendent, O.C. 
Bosbyshell; C.E. Barber, Engraver of the 
Mint; and R.A. McClure, Curator of the 
Mint Numismatic Collection. This docu- 
ment, acquired with the coin by the 
Chase Manhattan Bank Money Collec- 
tion, accompanies the dollar. 

Under the terms of the loan/gift 
arrangement, the Chase Manhattan 
Bank has placed its entire interest in the 
coin with the ANS for a period of ten 
years with the expressed intention, by 
resolution of the board of directors, to 
donate the specimen to the ANS by the 
end of the loan period. In announcing 
this agreement, David Rockefeller, 
chairman of Chase Manhattan Bank, 
said, am personally very pleased that a 
portion of our coin collection will be 
transferred to the ANS." 

Along with the ''1804 Dollar," the ANS 
has received a choice collection of coins 
and paper money from the Chase 
Manhattan Bank Money Museum, in- 
cluding one of two known examples of 
the 1792 quarter dollar pattern, struck in 
white metal. The value of the specimens 


involved in this loan/gift arrangement is 
In excess of $200,000. 

The ANS held its annual meeting on 
Saturday, January 14 at its museum, 
Broadway at 155th Street in Manhattan. 
The "1804 Dollar" was on exhibit during 
the meeting together with a wide selec- 
tion of coins and medals acquired by the 
ANS during the past year. Members of 
the Society's curatorial staff presented 
short illustrated talks on 1977 accessions. 
The public was also invited to attend the 
meeting. 

... More Stolen Coins 

Recovered in Robbery 

New York City Police announced the 
arrest on January 4 of Eric Hagerbrant, 
22, of New York City, who Is charged 
with the armed robbery of 93 coins from 
the museum of the American 
Numismatic Society on August 21, 1977. 
Hagerbrant, who unwittingly arranged 
to sell 71 of the coins to an undercover 
police officer, is also charged with 
possession of stolen property. He faces 
similar charges in Connecticut where, 
on November 1, he attempted to sell 13 
rare colonial coins taken in the robbery 
and was apprehended in a trap set up by 
the FBI. 

The arrest of Hagerbrant Is the 
culmination of two months of diligent 
effort by the NYC Police and particularly 
Detective David Hecht of the Manhattan 
Robbery Squad, 20th Precinct, who was 
personally assigned to the case. The 
events of the final weeks which led to 
Hagerbrant's capture as he displayed the 
stolen coins to his "buyer" required the 
cooperative effort of a number of of- 
ficers led by Lt. Edward O'Connor of the 
Manhattan Robbery Squad with the 
assistance of Lt. Robert T. Gordon of the 
Squad's Intelligence Division. 

To date 84 of the 93 coins originally 
stolen have been recovered, including 
all of the colonial Issues. The early U.S. 
Mint specimens which have not been 
returned are the Society's 1795 eagle and 
1796 quarter eagle and seven specimens 
on loan from Eric P. Newman and the 
Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education 
Society; 1794 - half dime (V.2, unc.); half 
dollar (2 specimens - 0.101,0.106, both 
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CANADA — Issuance of Smaller One Cent Issue Delayed. 

The Canadian one-cent piece will not be put into circulation in 1978. Yvon Gariepy, 
Master of the Royal Canadian Mint, said today the decision not to issue the new coin 
16mm instead of 19.05mm for the actual one in use was taken following numerous 
representations from the private and public bodies in Canada and the United States. 

"'We recognized that the introduction of the smaller cent would cause problems for 
these organizations and the general public,''Mr. Gariepy said,'"and hence more time 
is required.'' 

ENGLAND — Royal Mint Announces Hong Kong 
Year of the Horse $1000 Gold Coin 

The British Royal Mint has been commissioned by the Government of Hong Kong 
to strike a strictly limited issue of Hong Kong $1000 gold coins celebrating the Chinese 
Lunar Calendar Year of the Horse. Struck in 22 kt. gold, the piece is the third in a series 
of gold coins tracing the years of the ancient Chinese Lunar Cycle. 

The Chinese Lunar Calendar Is based on a twelve year cycle, with each lunar year in 
the cycle represented by an animal. February 7, 1978, will be the first day in this Year of 
the Horse which follows the current Year of the Snake. The Dragon, Goat, Monkey, 
Cockerel, Dog, Pig, Rat, Ox, Tiger and Rabbit complete the cycle. 

This ancient system is much more than a calendar. Based on ancient Chinese 
mythology and folklore. It is also a way of determining traits of character. Very much 
like each sign of the zodiac in astrology, each animal in the Chinese calendar 
represents unique character traits and qualities. Chinese lore holds that persons take 
on the traits of the symbol of the lunar year in which they were born. 

The Horse, a favorite theme for Chinese art, is a symbol of speed, perseverance and 
intelligence. During centuries past, the worship of the Horse God was an important 
part of the Chinese Imperial ritual. Even the traditional Chinese pigtail is said to have 
been inspired from the horse. 

The design for this Year of the Horse coin is based on an ancient Chinese bronze 
statue, which depicts a galloping horse with its right hind hoof on a flying swallow. 
From an artist's sketch and photographs of the statue, the Royal Mint engraver has 
captured on these gold coins the unique beauty and unusual animation of the original 
sculpture in a new dimension. The obverse of the coin bears the famous Machin 
portrait of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II. 

The 22 kt. gold coin for The Year of the Horse is legal tender in Hong Kong, with a 
face value of (HK) $1000. It can be redeemed at the Bank of Hong Kong at current 
exchange rates. 

The British Royal Mint will strike the coin in two versions: proof and bright 
uncirculated. The proof version will sell for $330 (U.S.) and the bright uncirculated for 
$225 (U.S.). Mintage will be limited to 10,000 proofs and 20,000 bright uncirculated. Of 
those quantities, only a small percentage will be allocated for North American 
collectors. 

The Royal Mint is making these limited numbers of Year of the Horse gold coins 
available to collectors. Buyers of the previous Dragon and Snake gold coins, will 
receive advance order information.

Elephant Tokens of Carolina and New England 

Most of the coinage used in early Colonial America arrived through trade activities 
with Europe. However, the 1694 Carolina and New England Elephant Tokens differ in 
that they were struck in England specifically for use in the colonies. They were minted 
In copper and used as halfpennies. The obverse design portrays an African elephant 
facing left; the reverse legends are GOD PRESERVE CAROLINA AND THE LORD 
PROPRIETORS or GOD PRESERVE NEW ENGLAND. Both bear the same date of 1694. 
There is a second variety of the Carolina token with the spelling PROPRIETERS. 

These pieces are linked with the London ElephantTokens which were struck during 
the reign of Charles II while the plague and disastrous fires were raging throughout 
the city. They bear the same obverse design and the reverse portrays the crest of the 
city of London with the legend GOD PRESERVE LONDON. These are undated but are 
thought to have been produced circa 1665-68. The use of the African elephant on the 
obverse may be attributed to the fact that the metal from which they were minted 
came from that continent through The Royal African Company.

Patricia J. Kang, Birmingham, Michigan, is a professional writer. Patricia is a mere 
seventeen but she has truly earned this title. Last August, Patricia attended the ANA 
Convention at Atlanta taking copious notes every day on junior activities. Then she 
put it all together and sent it to Coin World. There her 4100 word report was published 
in the September 28 issue. It was certainly a thorough and well-written report, 
definitely professional in all aspects. 


Now there are two thoughtful points 
concerning Patricia's work. Point one. 
For this report, Patricia has received a 
Roman coin of Theodosius I, AD 379- 
395, identified by Sear as No. 4082. This 
Isn't much, but when she wrote the 
article she had not yet begun par- 
ticipating in the RCP, so receiving a 
Roman coin was an unexpected bonus. 

The important point here is that you 
don't have to write 4000 words for Coin 
World to earn a Roman coin, a mere 
forty or fifty in your mimeographed 
monthly club bulletin will suffice, or you 
might write in your school newspaper a 
knowledgeable blurb on numismatics. 
Keep in mind that what is common 
knowledge to you in numismatics might 
be a bit of higher learning to your non- 
numismatic friends. Briefly, anything 
that you write, no matter how short, and 
providing it is published (ie., printed and 
disseminated to others), allows you to 
earn a Roman coin under Category #3 of 
the Basic RCP. (There are six categories 
to choose from. You may earn up to 
three coins, but all must be in different 
categories. The fourth and final coin 
under the Basic RCP Is earned by com- 
pleting the YNCC. After this four Byzan- 
tine coins may be earned under the 
Advanced RCP.) So really, any junior 
regardless of how young, can earn a 
Roman coin by writing. 

Point two. As explained above, four 
Byzantine coins may be earned under 
the Advanced RCP. These are numbers 
5, 6, 7 and 8. Of these No. 7 is the 
stumbling block for most juniors. The 
requirement is to have a 500-word arti- 
cle published in either The Numismatist 
or The Young Numismatist. The poser 


here is that publication of The Young 
Numismatist, for a number of valid 
reasons, is limited, with only one issue 
having been released during the past 
year. In both publications, the time lag 
between submitting one's article and 
publication can be quite great, thus 
discouraging juniors in their efforts to 
complete the Advanced RCP. 

Therefore qualifications for coin No. 7 
have been expanded. Publication in 
these two ANA periodicals will continue 
as a basis for earning a Byzantine coin, 
but to these are added other weekly or 
monthly publications such as Coin 
World, Numismatic News, World Coin 
News, and COINage. The length rule 
remains unchanged: 500 words 
minimum. Two or more articles may 
be combined to reach the 500 count. 
Letters to the Editor also qualify. The 
only requirement, outside of length, is 
that the article must be published in a 
national weekly or monthly numismatic 
publication. 

Thus, Patricia has earned coin No. 7. 
However, by the rules of the game, no 
coin in the Advanced RCP may be 
awarded until all four coins have been 
earned in the Basic RCP. Patricia has 
earned three coins. As soon as she com- 
pletes the YNCC, she will receive not 
only coin No. 4, but Barclay V. Head's 
Handbook of Greek and Roman Coins 
and coin No. 7.

Da Vinci Medal Altered for Midyear Convention 



Maybe you know about the Leonardo da Vinci Coin Stamper medal issued by the American 
Numismatic Association last fall. It was released in connection with the installation of a working 
model of a da Vinci designed coin stamper, fabricated and presented to ANA by the Roger 
Williams Mint, in the Colorado Springs headquarters of the association. 

The 38 mm medal, sculpted in medium relief, depicts Leonardo da Vinci and his coin stamper 
on one side and the ANA headquarters building with Pikes Peak in the background on the 
reverse. In the exergue below the building is an inscription suitable to the medal's purpose, with 
AMERICAN NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION arched over the building. 

This attractive medal is being altered for use as the medal and badge for the first ANA midyear 
convention. No change will be made In the obverse die and only the inscription on the reverse 
will be changed to memorialize the first ANA midyear convention, February 15-19, 1978, 
Broadmoor Flotel, Colorado Springs. 

The badge, with a bronze pendant medal, will be available at $3.75 and the set of two medals, 
bronze and fine silver encased in plastic, $15. These are ^^cash and carry" prices, with $1 
added for mailing after the convention.

Encampment at Valley Forge Medal 




The latest com- 
memorative medal issued 
by The American 
Bicentennial Com- 
memorative Society 
honors the 200th Anniver- 
sary of the historic winter 
encampment at Valley 
Forge. This medal was 
issued exclusively to 
members of the Society in 
December exactly 200 
years after George 
Washington and the ragged Revolutionary troops limped into Valley Forge. That medal marks 
the 33rd commemorative issued by the Society. 

Designed and sculptured by Donald Borja, the obverse of the Valley Forge Encampment 
Bicentennial Commemorative Medal sensitively portrays a chilled recruit. The reverse depicts a 
small group of men around a campfire and the appropriate legend: "SOLDIERS OF HEROIC 
FORTITUDE."

The 
original issue price of each solid sterling silver proof is $15, while the solid bronze proofs are 
priced at $9 each. A total of 76 medals will be issued in the series.

This page isn't intended to be a book review so, skipping all the interesting 
detective work done by Mr. Newman, the high points are that the first of the ''1804" 
dollars were made in the U.S. Mint during the 1834-1835 period, with eight pieces 
known. Later, In 1858, seven more "1804'^dollars are known to have been struck in the 
Mint. Each of the fifteen specimens has its pedigree listed in the book, with the names 
and dates of each subsequent owner. 

The not very plausible story told to the researchers (see page 136 of the book) about 
the Chase Manhattan specimen was that a freed slave had given it to his son who kept 
it for nearly forty years until a W. Julius Driefus bought it for $100 in 1893. From 1893 
the record is provable. In that same year Driefus swapped it to Isaac Rosenthal to 
cancel a $500 debt Driefus owed Rosenthal. 

Rosenthal kept it a year and then sold it through Mint Superintendent O.C. 
Bosbyshell to James Ellsworth who kept it 29 years until Wayte Raymond bought it. 
Raymond kept it two years until Farran Zerbe acquired it and then In 1929 Chase 
Manhattan added it to the bank's collection. 

When Mint Superintendent Bosbyshell handled the 1894 sale to Ellsworth, 
Bosbyshell wrote a letter (also signed by Mint Engraver Charles E. Barber and R.A. 
McClure, curator of the Mint's numismatic collection) which read, "All the experts 
are entirely satisfied that it is a genuine dollar struck in the year 1804 .. . and I heartedly 
congratulate you upon possessing so rare a numismatic treasure." 

My own guess is that those Mint officials contented themselves in checking the coin 
for an altered date, and for it being a cast coin. Finding it was a struck coin, of proper 
weight, and with no alteration of date, they didn't bother digging through the 1804 
Mint records, checking 1804 processes, etc. 

Yes, I admit the faked "1804" dollars are interesting.! even admit I wouldn't mind 
owning one. But for a hundred grand? No way! 
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It wouldn't surprise me a bit if a now available quantity of El Salvador's 1861 silver 
pattern peso of that country's strongman president, Gen. Gerardo Barrios, would be 
products of that secret, illicit '"Los Angeles Mint." I know that some faked specimens 
are resting in collections throughout the Western Hemisphere. 

The fakes were first struck on counterfeit dies in Austria more than a decade ago, 
and somehow the dies reached Los Angeles, California, about 1968. The ''L.A. Mint" 
sharpies struck their counterfeit pattern pesos in gold, silver, aluminum, and bronze. 
The gold pieces were their undoing. 

At that time there was no Hobby Protection Act (which now requires COPY to be 
cut into the field of any counterfeit). But the '"Gold Act" was still on the books, 
prohibiting manufacture of any gold item without a license from the Office of 
Dohriestic Gold and Silver Operations. Under the ''Gold Act" the Organization of 
International Numismatists (OIN), a Section of ANA, blew the whistle on the "L.A. 
Mint" and the Los Angeles office of the U.S. Secret Service took Immediate action. 

Of the three principals in that illicit operation, one flew to Switzerland, and two 
now are in a penitentiary for convictions oh other criminal charges. 

The lesson for today, then, is that you NOT buy any Gen. Barrios pattern pesos, in 
whatever metal, until AFTER you’ll have had the piece authenticated by ANACS, 818 
North Cascade Avenue, Colorado Springs, CO 80902. 

Now I shall take up a topic which I know will raise a howl of disagreement. 

It has always puzzled me why anyone would spend a hundred grand for a faked 
coin, a concoction. ..for an "1804" U.S. silver dollar which doesn't belong in a "date 
set" of U.S. dollars. 

At the top of the opposite page is a photo of one of the fifteen known "1804" 
dollars, the specimen which New York City's Chase Manhattan Bank in January turned 
over to The American Numismatic Society on a loan/gift arrangement whereby 
after ten years this "1804" will belong to The ANS. 

(Don’t confuse the 120 years old ANS in New York City with your American 
Numismatic Association . . . ANA . . . headquartered in Colorado Springs.) 

All I know about any "1804" dollar is what I've learned from ANS and from reading 
The Fantastic 1804 Dollar (Whitman) by those careful and impartial researchers Eric 
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The 1935 Spanish Trail counterfeit 
commemorative half dollar, like the 
Hudson, has a number of frosty 
depressions and some tooling marks on 
both obverse and reverse. Some of them 
are: 


j 1. A circular depression on the field 

inside the curve of the steer's right 
horn (right as you view It); 

^ 2. Two depressions on the vertical 

portions of the F in HALF and a 
small depression at the right of the 
F; 

^ 3. A circular depression above and to 

the right of the triangular mark 
between the two dates; 

r 4. Numerous horizontal raised lines at 

left and right of the F in HALF; and 
5. A depressed area on the field at left 
, of the state of Florida, on a line 

even with the D of GOD. 

These are only a few of the more 
obvious defects. Close examination with 
^ even a mediocre glass will reveal quite a 

few more. 


As you read our articles, you might 
wonder why we point out depressions 
and seem to ignore other defects. 
Depressions can be found on genuine 
mint products if a piece of metal or dirt 
stuck to a die. However, under 
succeeding strikes, those bits of foreign 
material would flatten out and the 
depression would appear to spread out. 
However, if a die is made from a coin 
that has a dent in its surface, that die 
would reproduce the defect in identical 
detail during use. Then all products of 
that fake die would have Identical 
depressions. Such a defect on a single 
coin would not be proof of 
counterfeiting, but when It is seen on 
several coins, the buyer would be well 
advised to be wary. 
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Hudson and Spanish Trail Counterfeits 


Two more counterfeit commemoratives have appeared in the numismatic 
marketplace since the ANACS article on the Hawaii and Cincinnati commemoratives 
in the Nov. 1977 issue of The Numismatist, page 2280. The newest counterfeits 
examined by the ANACS staff are the 1935 Hudson and Spanish Trail commemorative 
half dollars. 


The general appearance of these new 
counterfeits is about the same as the 
two previously reported and should not 
be too difficult to spot with the equip- 
ment available to most collectors. Both 
of them appear to have rather dull and 
grainy surfaces instead of the bright and 
sharp surfaces of the genuine mint 
products. 

The 1935 Hudson commemorative 
half dollar counterfeit has a number of 
depressions and some raised tooling 
marks. Among the more obvious are: 




1. A depression on the right leg of the 
M in AMERICA; 

2. An irregularly shaped depression 
with a raised mark on the vertical 
bar of the R in AMERICA; 

3. Some tooling marks between the R 
and I and at the right of the top of 
the I in AMERICA; 

4. A circular depression and de- 
pressed tooling marks in the area 
of ET DECUS on the ribbon; and 

5. Depressed tooling marks on, and 
around, the EC of RECTI, also on 
the ribbon. 



WM. HART/ JEWELER/ MAYVILLE,/ 
WIS. - on 1853 and 1857 quarters 

Rather than being struck from a single 
punch, these counterstamps were made 
with three punches, as can be seen by a 
study of the illustrations. I would be 
interested in knowing if any collector 
has a counterstamp of this merchant in a 
different style from these two. 




STELLING / 31 / OLD SLIP 
- on 1854 quarter 

Unfortunately the issuer of this 
counterstamp didn't include enough 
information to identify it, as is often the 
case. I have an early post office street 
directory, an invaluable aid In iden- 
tifying maverick tokens. The only street 
named Old Slip was located in New York 
City, so I asked a collector there to check 
his nineteenth century city directories 
for a listing of this merchant. He found 
John Stelling listed during the early 
1870's at the address on the coin; he was 
a liquor dealer. 



PHILLIPS, / CHEAP / STORE. / 
NAYADES ST/N.O.-on 1831 French 
five francs 

The merchant who issued this most 
attractive counterstamp was in business 
only from 1849 to 1855, according to the 
New Orleans Public Library. Very few 
counterstamps are known on coins of 
silver dollar size. 



CARELS' / N.E.C. 8TH & / PHILA / 
CHESTNUT / RESTAURANT - on 
7700 s one real 

I have no information on this business, 
but would guess that it dates to the 
1840’s or thereabouts. Perhaps a 
member in the Philadelphia area can 
help by checking early city directories. 



ADMIT TO / BROADWAY / 
VARIETIES - on 1817 two reales 

Several minstrel and variety shows 
counterstamped coins having the same 
value as the price of admission to the 
show. When circulated, these coins not 
only advertised the show, but as the 
wording indicated, they were good for 
admission. The nameof this variety show 
indicates that the location was probably 
New York City. 

I would be interested in hearing from 
members having other unlisted 
merchants' counterstamps, for publica- 
tion In a future column.

Merchants^ Counterstamps 


Over the years a great number of 
articles have appeared in The 
Numismatist on the subject of 
counterstamped coins. So many, in fact, 
that recently an anthology of these 
articles, edited by Gregory G. Brunk, was 
published in book form by Quarterman 
Publications, Inc. 

Counterstamping provided 
nineteenth century merchants with an 
inexpensive means of advertising. Once 
stamped, the advertisement would be 
read by numerous people as the coin 
circulated. The counterstamps of some 
merchants are found on several 
different types of coins, an indication 
that rather than have coins 
counterstamped by a die-sinker, the 


issuing merchant had a punch made and 
then stamped the coinstaken during the 
course of business. 

Prior to the 1860's foreign silver coins 
circulated in this country as legal tender, 
and many merchants counterstamped 
these coins as well as United States 
coinage. The foreign coin most com- 
monly found counterstamped is the 
Spanish American two reales piece. 

In spite of the faa that researchers 
such as Kenneth L. Hallenbeck and the 
late Maurice M. Gould have compiled 
extensive lists of known counterstamps, 
it is not unusual for unlisted varieties to 
turn up. None of the counterstamps 
illustrated below have appeared in 
previous listings. 



ROBBINS & / LAWRENCE CO / 
WINDSOR. VT - on 1838 seated dime 

According to a collector in New 
England, this was a firm of gunsmiths 
that manufactured pepperboxes. Any 
counterstamp from Vermont should be 
considered rare. 


C.C. TRACY / SAW FILER / 458 
HUDSON ST/ NEW-YORK - on 1805 
two reales 

The most interesting thing about this 
counterstamp is the nature of the 
issuer's business. The more desirable 
counterstamps are those with not only 
the merchant's name, but also his oc- 
cupation and address.

sale at Bangs & Co., then come in quick 
succession the Britton and Smith sales. 
[For which Frossard had clients' bids to 
enter, we may presume.] 

"The small package of American coins 
sent you on approval were not my 
property, and the prices were not fixed 
by me. I agree that most of them were 
too high, and some I did not send at all 
because they were altogether too high. 
As regards the Immune Columbia in 
silver, the only one I believe of the lot 
you kept for further examination, I do 
not think that the price is too high, as the 
owner invoiced it to me at less than cost. 
It is the finest and, I believe, the only 
strictly fine impression known and 
originally came to me from the Le Gras 
Cabinet invoiced at 500 francs, but of 
course I did not pay that much for it. If 
the piece pleases you, you may retain it 
at $60 . — which is its cost to me, or what I 
have to pay the owner in case of sale. 
The other coins from stock I marked at as 
low rates as cost would warrant; if there 
are any among those returned that you 


would like at slightly lower rates, please 
specify the nos. and if I can possibly 
make reductions I will do so, but fine 
coins have gone up so that I really 
marked, as / stated, very close and the 
reductions would be slight. I am. Sir (in 
haste) very respectfully yours, Ed 
Frossard." 

Here we find Garrett haggling over 
prices just as he was noted for doing with 
Newlin, and with the usual result: 
success. In addition to being a fine 
numismatist he was an excellent horse- 
trader throughout his career. He man- 
aged to secure some remarkable pieces 
from this list at very reasonable prices 
(even for those days), though his best 
deals with Frossard are yet to come. The 
pieces selected Illustrate the breadth of 
his collecting interests at this time, em- 
bracing most of the European issues as 
well as American Colonials. As late as 
1883 he was still trying to collect pretty 
much everything, though he decided 
later to concentrate more on his 
American material.

"If everything is satisfactory, etc., 
kindly remit me per draft for above 

amount and oblige P.S. You 

returned two packages, coins contained 
in them struck from list; but as soon as 
received they went elsewhere. I have 
received a large number of orders on all 
the coins advertised in Numisma which I 
could not fill as there were no dupli- 
cates . . .^^The bill is stamped PAID and 
dated Oct. 10, 1882, signed by Frossard. 

Garrett purchased some superb 
pieces from this huge shipment, though 
he returned others of equal rarity and 
importance, including a Brunswfck 
quintuple crown of Henry Julius, 1609, 
and a 1666 sextuple crown of Augustus. 
We should note two things throughout 
this period of the correspondence: first, 
the strong and active Frossard market 
was serving through his price lists in 
Numisma which seems to have been 
filling a real void in the numismatic field; 
and second, the total absence of grading 
information in the correspondence 


which seems to show the assumption on 
both sides that such information was 
unneccessary between competent 
numismatists. Garrett seems to have 
turned down both the proof 1836 half 
dollar and the extremely rare 1838-0 
half, probably because of price con- 
siderations. Neither of the Garretts ever 
acquired that great rarity. 

Our next letter is dated January 4,1883: 
"In a few days I shall receive a fine 
invoice of large and beautiful coins and 
as soon as at hand will forward you a 
number for selection. In Americstn gold 
series I may have what you want? I 
mention as in stock a $50 round Calif., a 2 
1/2 and 5 Bechtler, 1796 Eagle and Half 
Eagle, etc. 

"Thanking you for past favors and 
with usual compliments of the 
Season ..." 

On January 19th he sent the selection 
mentioned above, accompanied by a 
letter and a list of coins on approval, 145 
numbered lots, several of them con- 
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Garrett ordered 94 on approval! 
Frossard's letter contains only a list of the 
numbers and prices, but we can 
reconstruct the entire list from that 
issue. In view of the size of the list, 
however, we might note that the order 
was entirely for foreign coins and 
medals and ancient coins. Only those 


pieces Garrett kept are contained in the 
next letter, dated October 2. (The 
descriptions are added from Numisma; 
Frossard again listed only numbers and 
prices in this summary of Garrett's ac- 
count.)

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originals). Number 8 and #9 might be 
debated but, in view of Garrett's later 
(1884) purchase of two 1839 half dollar 
patterns from Frossard's own collection 
these are probably Judd 99 and 95 
respectively, both R.8. Number 10, 
assuming that the patterns offered here 
are in their correct metal, should be 
Judd 235, Seated Liberty with shield and 
fasces. Number 11, a three-piece lot of 
1859 pattern half dollars, probably con- 
sisted of the three basic Longacre types, 
Judd 237, 239 and 241. 

Number 12 In the list, two halves of 
1861 differing in the placement of the 
motto, must be Judd 277 & 279, the only 
two pattern halves of the year. The same 
reasoning applies to #13, Judd 293 & 295, 
and to #14, Judd 338 & 340. Number 15 
on the list, however, presents a slight 
problem since there were not three 
pattern halves issued in 1864. As Frossard 
was simply using ditto marks in the left 
margin of his list for the denominations, 
we may safely assume that he ran them 
too far down the page in this and the 
remaining cases. The three varieties In 
this lot were probably Judd 384, 391 and 
396, the quarter, half and dollar with the 
1866 reverse die. The same general 
comments would also apply to #16, 
which, like #15, Garrett returned to 
Frossard. Number 17, the pattern half of 
1872, has to be the Barber Amazonian, 
Judd 1200, the only pattern half of that 
year, recognized even then (from the 
price asked) as rare. 

Lot #18, the Barber set of 1870, 5 pieces 
not including the 3<i:, is the series with 
the Seated Liberty obverse and regular 
reverse, Judd 815, 832, 883, 934 and 1003, 
half dime through dollar. Oddly 
enough, we now know that the missing 
3(t silver was issued in silver — Judd 796 
and 797! The Longacre 1871 set, #19, 5 
pieces, must be Judd 1068, 1084, 1099, 
1114 and 1146, the types (again) with the 
regular die reverse. (In the case of both 
1870 and 1871, other possible choices are 
ruled out due to known sources for the 
other pieces in Garrett's collection.) 
Either set would rank as R.7 today. 

Garrett acquired some beautiful and 
extremely rare pieces from this first 
recorded private transaction with 


Frossard. (It Is curious that neither T. 
Harrison Garrett nor his son John ever 
acquired the missing two Amazonian 
pieces, the quarter and dollar.) The 
following pieces from the above list may 
be found In the 1975 Stack's Catalogue 
of the Garrett Sale: Judd 84, 239, 241, 279, 
293, 295, 338, 934 and 1146. 

As was the case with Newlin's letters, 
there are chronological breaks in the 
Frossard correspondence, most 
noticeable during the summers while 
the Garretts were on vacation. Such a 
gap occurs at this point, and the next 
letter in the file was not written until 
September 11, 1882. "Your telegram 
reached here this P.M. and in com- 
pliance with your request I send 
tomorrow A.M. a package containing 
the major part of the rare coins adver- 
tised in Sept. "Numisma." Since the 
orders are coming in I will ask you as a 
personal favor to return as soon as you 
possibly can such coins as you may not 
wish to purchase. Make up a package of 
those you know you shall not want and 
return at once; those you wish to think 
about, etc., keep not over 3 or 4 days, & 
by so doing you will greatly oblige me. I 
never wish to press my customers but in 
this instance the orders will come in 
every day and each expects to receive 
whatever he orders without delay. 

"I add the rare 1838-0 Half advertised 
in July Numisma and '36 Proof Half. 
These you can retain as long as you 
please. — 

"Under the supposition that you may 
make a pretty large selection I will offer 
you a concession of 2 1/2% off the gold if 
you take $100 or more, of 5% on the 
silver if you take $100 worth, and of 7 
1/2% off (on the silver) if you take $250 
or more. 

"I will state that it would be difficult to 
duplicate a large number of the coins 
sent, even abroad. The large pieces all 
came from a small collection abroad 
bought entire by me and made by a 
gentleman who collected only from and 
over the double crown size, and he was a 
long time in forming this collection ..." 

Of the 159 pieces offered in the 
September, 1882, issue of Numisma, 
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am in receipt of your favor of 5th Inst, 
and hasten to reply to catch P.M. mail 
which closes in a few minutes. No. 3 $45; 
No.4 $6; #5 $6;#6 $40;lt7$40; #7053; #77 
$7.50; It12 $30; ^13 $10; ni4 $10; ^17 $10; 
ni8 $35; #79 535; total $277.50. 1 suppose 
that some are marked rather high, 
others I think low, considering their 
rarity, etc. 

"As far as I know Nos. 18 & 19 are 
complete. I am aware that a similar piece 
of 3c value was issued, but as far as I 
know it was only issued as an essay and 
not in the metal in which designed to be 
current. [Note this statement: Frossard 
did not regard pieces — obviously 
patterns — as valid unless Issued in the 
proper metal. We noted a similar situa- 


tion in Newlin's views. This is a distinct 
aid In determining the Judd numbers of 
certain pieces.] 

"I can only make a concession of 5% 
on the lists as arranged by you.

Express." The list follows, perhaps sent at 
an earlier date with the actual coins: 
"List on approval at these prices. $225 to 
be taken from total [apparently for 
pieces Garrett had returned or sold to 
Frossard - we do not know which).

Of these Garrett kept #3-7, 10-14, and 
17-19, the same ones Frossard quoted 
prices upon In the text of his letter — 
perhaps Garrett had been seeking a 
price reduction on these pieces? 

(Due to the tremendous number of 
coins involved In Garrett's dealings with 
Frossard and to the extended time in- 
volved In transactions which often left 
Garrett holding sections of several lists 
for months and then paying for his 
purchases in a block, we will probably 
find it more convenient to discuss coins 
as they are shipped and inventoried by 
Frossard rather than when paid for.) 

This first selection of pieces sent to 
Garrett by Frossard shows an interest in 
U.S. pattern coins, one which, after a 


period of dormancy, was to be rekindled 
by Newlin during 1885 and which would 
culminate in Garrett's extensive 
purchases of patterns from the Maris 
Sale in 1886. Although it might be in- 
teresting and instructive to leave 
reconstruction of the Judd numbers of 
these lots to the reader, with the excep- 
tion of #18 and #19 which require exter- 
nal information, dictates of treatment 
require brief discussions of some of 
them. Number 3 is clearly Judd 84, the 
Gobrecht dollar for 1838. Number 4 
must be the Kneass design, Judd 73, 
while # 5 is the Kneass design, Judd 72. 
Numbers 6 and 7 are, respectively, Judd 
79 and Judd 76, both R.7 pieces even in 
restrlke (and these are probably 
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In the course of his research Carl W.A. Carlson has uncovered material which reveals 
the fascinating world of numismatics in the late 1800's as seen through the cor- 
respondence of famed numismatists of the day. This article Is the second in a series 
which has come from his research. The first article, ''Newlin and Garrett/’ was published 
in The Numismatist, February, 1976, p. 263 and March, 1976, p. 499. 

Most of this material was studied while Carlson was Curator of Numismatics at The 
Johns Hopkins University, a position he left in early 1976 to join the staff of Paramount 
International Coin Corporation, just recently he announced that he will again be 
changing positions, joining NASCA, Inc. in Stamford, Connecticut and fulfilling a long 
time desire to live in New England.

Our correspondence files in the case 
of Frossard are more incomplete than 
was the case with the Newlin letters, and 
once again we have none of Garrett's 
side of the exchange so we must 
reconstruct it from Frossard's 
references. Indeed, the first letter in the 
file begins in nnediis rebus since it is an 
answer to a letter from Garrett re- 
questing certain coins and apparently 
asking about their prices. An unfor- 
tunate aspect of this correspondence Is 
that Frossard, always pressed for time, 
often sent shipments of coins to Garrett 


simply listed as ''described on 
envelopes," accompanied by a list of 
envelope numbers and prices. When 
these lists are the numbers of Items 
appearing in Numisma reconstruction Is 
possible; when they are simply invoice 
numbers on large groups of coins 
Frossard was handling, we are 
sometimes at a loss. 

Frossard's first letter, dated May 6, 
1882, may be taken as a sample of the 
type of lists he often employed, though 
we are fortunate in this case since he also 
included a detailed listing of pieces. "I 
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Garrett's collecting career began 
around 1876, the same time that Frossard 
began publication of the numismatic 
newsletter, Numisma, and continued 
until his death in 1888. Frossard's career 
went on for another decade, ending 
with his death in 1898. Frossard's con- 
tacts with Europe were excellent and 
although he Is best remembered for his 
books on United States Cents and Half 
Cents, his price lists in Numisma 
featured extensive selections of rare 
foreign gold and silver as well as Greek 
and Roman coins. As his cor- 
respondence with Garrett unfolds, he 
can be seen operating in these varied 
fields.

We do not know the date of Garrett's 
first contact with Frossard, but it is 
certain that he entered successful bids in 
Frossard's 17th Auction, held on 
December 8, 1881. Among the pieces 
Garrett acquired in that sale are a dou- 
ble thaler of John George and Augustus 
of Saxony, 1603; a Swiss 5 franc shooting 
thaler from Schwyz, 1867; two 1839 U.S. 
half dollar patterns (Judd 97 and Judd 
99); a 1796 Castorland original in copper, 
thick flan, reeded edge; and an 1853 U.S. 
Assay Office $20, 900 thous., from the 
California series. Garrett also bid 
successfully in Frossard's 20th Auction, 
April 1,1882, acquiring an impressive list 
of pieces:

Historical Study 
of the Relationship Between a

Civil War veteran, numismatic scholar, auction cataloguer, school teacher, 
editor and publisher of Numisma — these are but a few of the professions 
which claimed Edouard Frossard during his lifetime. Residing in Irvington, 
New York in the1880's, Frossard played a major role in the numismatics of the 
period and particularly in the formation of the coin collection of T. Harrison 
Garrett of Baltimore, one of the world's outstanding collections. Significant 
portions of Frossard's correspondence with Garrett have survived the years 
and shed some light on the activities of a semi-professional dealer of the 
period along with the history and pedigrees of many important coins which 
are still part of the Garrett collection at Johns Hopkins University.

16. Absolutely not. Assistant Treasurers of the U.S. at St. Louis and 
Chicago were stamping some gold and silver coins with an in the 
1890's but this was strictly an unofficial act on their parts. It may be 
stated categorically that the U.S. Mint never counterstamped any 
coin that it released for circulation. 

17. No. Records show that all were released. The answer to the rarity of 
the 1811 is simply that part of the 63,000 pieces coined in 1811 were 
dated 1810. 

18. Only partly true. There were sorne special sets of coins prepared as 
presents for foreigners, but this was a fairly rare happening. Most of 
the proof coins struck since 1817 in this country were for our own 
collectors. Such pieces were made at the whim of the chief coiner 
and are not known for ail denominations and years prior to the start 
of regular proof coinage in early 1860. 

19. Quite possibly true. The curator of the mint collection, W.E. DuBois, 
made fhis charge as early as the 1860's and must have heard it from 
persons — such as Adam Eckfeldt — who were at the mint In 1807. 

20. True. In fact, not only were the known proofs struck early in 1922 for 
high-ranking collectors, but there was also a hitherto unknown 
coinage of the regular Issue Peace dollars in high relief at the same 
time. The latter, however, were all melted and not released. 

21. Oddly enough, this is true. On June 20, 1902, the coiner's silver 
ledger recorded the striking of $241.75 (967 pieces) worth of 
''quarter dollar Porta Rican." If one subtracts the proof coinage of 
1902 from the regular mint figure for the quarter dollar, then one 
arrives at the odd amount of 967 pieces over an even number, it is 
unknown at present just what this means. 

22. True. It was intended to replace the five cent nickel coins with the 
silver half dimes as soon as it was possible, but the mint law of 1873 
did away with the silver half dime instead.

12. False. Cent coinage was halted In early 1877, as nickel five cent 
coinage had been stopped in 1876, because the sub-treasuries of the 
country were clogged with the coins and the mint law of 1873 
specified that the Secretary of the Treasury had the right to interdict 
coinage under these circumstances. Coinage for both 
denominations resumed In 1878. 

13. Very unlikely. Given that the average daily wage in this country prior 
to 1850 was well under two dollars, the gift of a gold coin or even of 
silver was a major gift. Superb pieces (i.e. not proofs) of the early 
years come, usually, from one of two sources. First, a person could 
simply go to the mint and ask for a nice specimen of a particular 
denomination; this could have been obtained for face value since 
very few persons bothered the mint in those days. On occasion a 
collector could even obtain proofs for face value. The second 
avenue to obtain fine coins was to go to the nearest bank and search 
through a bag of new coinage until he found a select specimen. As a 
matter of fact,, many collectors use the second method even today. 

14. Apparently true, but the proper meaning for treaty is something that 
is done between states (nations) and not individuals. This use of the 
term is confined by the Constitution which prohibits Americans 
from having treaties with foreign nations. The private treaty is just a 
fancy way of saying private sale and ought to be relegated to the 
dustbin. It makes about as much sense as looks uncirculated or MS- 
70+ that have been seen in some dealer's ads. If coins can be sold by 
private treaty, then perhaps someone can explain what a sale by 
public treaty might involve. 

15. No. Mint records show that all were released to private depositors. If 
of undue rarity for their mintage, it must be for some other reason 
besides that. 
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6. Probably false. Longacre was somewhat unskilled at engraving in the 
1840's, but it is a near certainty that many — or perhaps most — of the 
blundered dies were the product of Chief Coiner Franklin Peale's 
department. Peale had control of most of the working punches 
during this period and his workmen produced a large proportion of 
the working dies. It was not until mid-1854 that Longacre was able to 
regain the prerogatives of his own department. The firing of Peale by 
President Pierce in December, 1854, completed the exchange of 
power. 

7. Very unlikely, although this has appeared in print from time to time. 
It is more probable that a carelessly struck piece was included by 
accident. There was so little profit on these early proofs to the mint 
that such a substitution would have been almost meaningless. 

8. True, but they were actually unpopular far before 1857. There exist, 
in the archives, a number of letters from collectors of the 1850's 
indicating that they had not seen a half cent in circulation for many 
years. One person even wrote that he had never seen one in use. 

9. On the whole, no. St. Gaudens did not understand, or did not care 
about, the need for coinage designs in very low relief so that the 
pieces would strike up properly under ordinary coining conditions. 
It is true, however, that the mint engraving staff could have been 
more cooperative in the whole matter. 

10. Absolutely not. Patterns of the same design had first appeared in 
1881 and the three cent nickel coin. Introduced in 1865, did not have 
the word CENTS either. 

11. Just a fable, unfortunately. At least one writer has stated that 
Longacre used the head of a classical statue for his inspiration. In 
addition, the heads on several of Longacre's coins are the same: 
double eagle, three cent nickel, and the gold dollar.

The Answers 

1 . hJardly. There was some hard liquor, mostly rum, brought to the mint 
during the years from 1792 to 1794, but after that only beer was 
delivered. As late as 1815 this was still being done. The alcoholic 
beverages were intended solely for men working in the assaying 
department. 

2 False. The early American copper circulated because it was of good 
copper and had a relatively heavy weight. At times, when the price of 
copper was low or there were too many pieces in circulation, the 
cents and half cents often circulated at a strong discount. Even as late 
as the 1840^s, merchants who received large number of coppers had 
to take discounts ranging up to five per cent to exchange such pieces 
for silver or gold coins. It was not until 1857, when the cent was given 
legal tender status, that the government stamp meant anything. 

3. False. The first meeting came on March 20, 1797, more than two years 
after the first coinage of the precious metals. The precise reason for 
the delay is not known. 

4. False. There was a coinage of cents in 1815, but they were probably 
dated 1816. After the War of 1812 ended in early 1815, Mint Director 
Robert Patterson lost no time in ordering a fresh supply of ready- 
made copper cent planchets from Matthew R. Boulton in England. 
These arrived In mid-December, 1815, and coinage commenced 
immediately. It is, of course, possible that dies of 1814 were used but 
1816 is the more likely date. 

5. True, at least those meant for circulation. It Is possible that a few 
proof cents were actually struck in 1823, but even that is debatable. 
The 1823 business strikes were actually struck In 1824. The figure 
sometimes seen for the 1823 cent coinage, some 855,000 pieces, was 
fabricated by the Mint Director James Ross Snowden in the late 
1850's for his work on American coinage.

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For some years the author has been gathering odd examples of what might 
be called fables about our coinage. Upon investigation some of these have 
proven false, others true, and some defy resolution. In this short article are 
gathered together several such items so that the reader might test his 
knowledge against the force of tradition. In a few cases, however, the author 
has chosen facts —or what appear to be facts — from the mint archives with a 
suitably challenging statement. The statements will appear first and the 
answers, with explanations, will follow. 

True or False? 

1. There was a large supply of liquor for the workers in the early mint 
and for this reason some of the coins and dies were badly made. 

2. It was the government stamp which circulated the copper cent and 
half cent and not the intrinsic value. 

3. The United States Assay Commission first met in 1792. 

4. There was no coinage of cents in 1815. 

5. There was no coinage of cents in 1823. 

6. The die blunders of the 1840's and early 1850's were the result of 
James B. Longacre (the chief engraver) being unskilled at his job. 

7. Uncirculated coins were sometimes substituted for proof coins in 
the sets sent out for collectors by mint authorities. 

8. Half cents were not coined after 1857 because of their unpopularity. 

9. The St. Gauden's design for the double eagle was sabotaged by the 
mint engraving staff. 

10. The five cent nickels of 1883 without the word CENTS were an error. 

11. The Indian Head cent was modelled after Longacre's nine-year 
old daughter. 

12. Cent coinage was halted in 1877 because the government was 
considering a cent made out of nickel or copper-nickel. 

13. Presentation sets and individual presentation coins were rather 
commonly given out at the early mint. 

14. Coins are sold by private treaty. 

15. The 1861-S Paquet double eagles were mostly remelted at the mint 
and thus never released to circulation. 

16. An 'U was stamped on coins at the mint to indicate their being 
underweight. 

17. The 1811 half cents were partly melted at the mint, accounting for 
their rarity. 

18. Early proofs were struck for presentation to government officials 
and foreign heads of state.

■ A Mrs. Lyons in Chicago recently 
wrote to "Mr. Joseph Lesher's Mint, 
Victor, Colorado 80860." The Victor Post 
Office returned the letter marked "ad- 
dressee unknown." Since Mr. Lesher 
died in 1918 (at his home In Victor) it 
seems likely that he Is "unknown" to 
postal employees of today. But Mrs. 
Lyons was persistent, so she remailed the 
letter to "Mr. Joseph Lesher, Coin 
Dealer, Colorado Springs, Colorado, 
care (of) American Numismatic Assoc." 
The letter was delivered to ANA, of 
course, and a reply was sent to the lady 
but, unfortunately, ANA couldn't carry 
out the coin trades she hoped to make 
with Mr. Lecher. 

■ Names You Should Know. David C. 
Wismer. He became a member of ANA 
In December 1892; was an early collec- 
tor of and became an authority on obso- 
lete paper money; wrote the serially 
published "Descriptive List of Obsolete 
Paper Money" that spanned 14 1/2 
years (1922-1936) in The Numismatist; 
was made an Honorary Member of ANA 
by popular vote August 1941; and lived 
with his wife to celebrate their 70th 
wedding anniversary in September 1948. 
But this follower in the field of bank 
notes knows him also for having told a 


correspondent: "I have some bank 
notes to offer but none are broken 
(although) some are torn and ragged."

this way Mr. Lesher would know if a 
piece brought in for redemption was in 
fact one of the pieces he issued. Any 
reader who has a better suggestion for 
the meaning behind these punchmarks 
is encouraged to let the writer know. In 
addition, the writer would welcome any 
information on additional Leshers 
Referendum Silver Souvenir Medals, 
and where they are today.

Having located, numismatically, a 
total of 384 Lesher Medals, this writer 
believes he has a good enough sampling 
to logically justify the conclusions 
reached on the numbers of pieces that 
Mr. Lesher made, a total of 1869 Joseph 
Lesher's Referendum Silver Souvenir 
Medals. 

A Lesher question which this writer 
has not been able to solve, is why there Is 
a small sharp punch mark, as seen on the 
two photographs here. This writer has 
not examined all the Leshers listed in this 
article. Of those examined, and of those 
whose pictures that have been seen, 
only 19 pieces do not have this punch 
mark. It must be remembered that the 
First Type and the Trade Mark Type do 
not have the mining scene; therefore, 
these would not show the punch mark. 

The small sharp punch mark is not 
entirely through the medals, it is not in 
the exact same position on each medal, 
and the depth of the hole made in the 
medals varies from piece to piece. It Is 
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Leshers, one of them had and Imprint, No. 1050 (note that this number has not been 
located as an Imprint), and he had the name ''H. STEIN"' engraved, to have one his rival 
did not have. It is therefore believed to be a unique piece — one of a kind.

As with the Stein piece, this writer believes that the other rival in Denver promptly 
had one of his imprints engraved H.H. ROSSER in order to have a new variety — one 
of a kind.

Removing this one from the stock of imprints and engraved ''H.H. ROSSER", we 
have 273 remaining Imprints. 

Looking at the number of Imprints remaining after removing all of the pieces of the 
eleven varieties (777 medals), these remaining 273 pieces are a logical total number of 
imprints — with the 31 known listed earlier. If there were 1050 outstanding Imprints, 
we would surely have found more than 31 on our list. 


Based on the information summarized 
in the accompaning Table I, this writer 
believes that there are only 18% Lesher 
Medals, of all types. He does not find It 
logical that there could be the estimates 
that have been previously given — 3000 


to 3500 of all types and varieties. 

The varieties shown in Table II are 
considered by this writer to be part of 
the 1050 Imprint Types, not additional 
Leshers.For the writer believes, as stated, 
that there were only 1869 Leshers total.

After Lesher's trouble with the government, he changed the wording, adding 
'^SILVER'' and ^'MEDAr to the dies dated 1901. 

Lesher admitted to Zerbe that he did not keep good records, and he did not know 
how many pieces of each type and variety were made. It is believed that 1050 pieces of 
this Imprint Type were struck for stock, on which a merchant's name could be added. 
Assuming this 1050 quantity true, each time we add a variety we reduce the remaining 
stock of Imprints. The eleven varieties follow. 



ZERBE No. 6 Variety 

Same as Zerbe No. 5, except stamped into the obverse field, J.M. SLUSHER / 
CRIPPLE CREEK, COLO. The pieces were serially numbered. 

Mr. Slusher was a grocer, 165 Bennett Ave., in the mining town of Cripple Creek, 
Colo. An analysis of the numbers listed below, concludes that 260 Imprints were 
stamped SLUSHER. 
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Remaining with pieces dated 1900, is one now listed of which Zerbe was not aware. 
This medal has been given a Zerbe number - No. 17 - by this writer, for purposes of 
conformity. Dr Whiteley introduced this new type^^ giving it the name ''Trade Mark 
Applied For."'

Whiteley suggested that Lesher struck this piece thinking it was necessary to be 
submitted when applying for a trade mark. Only one piece of this type is known.

With the new year, 1901, the weight, size and price of the next Lesher type was 
reduced. The new diameter was 32 mm, the weight 412 1/2 grains ( as was the standard 
weight of a U.S. silver dollar), and the new price $1. This new type, the sixth and final 
type known, is called the Imprint Type, which has a blank field for adding business 
names and addresses. When such imprints were added, they became varieties of the 
Imprint Type.

During Farran Zerbe's interview with Mr. Lesher in 1914, Zerbe reported that Lesher 
said, "'Not many days elapsed after the production of the first Leshers before their 
producer had a call from Government officers. He now tells amusedly that on his 
compliance with their request to see the dies,they pulled out a little sack into which 
they put the dies and walked away, and I never saw the dies again. ''le jhis aaion was 
taken because the officers claimed the medals were used as though they were coins, 
thus contrary to U.S. law. However, nothing can be found in the many newspaper 
articles on Lesher's new project with reference to confiscated dies, and such news 
would have been ''hot'' and very printable. Dr. Whiteley, In his article^^ suggests that 
Lesher was in trouble with the government after he minted his Bank Type.

This writer also believes that it was now that Lesher was in trouble with the U.S. 
Government. In stating on the medal that they would be redeemed at any bank in 
merchandise (what type of merchandise from any bank was not known) or cash, 
Lesher was competing with legal tender and it was probably on this basis that 
Government officers confiscated the Bank Type dies. 

Lesher told Zerbe that only 5 Bank Type medals were struck, and Whiteley listed 6 
pieces.^8 Listed here are 8 Bank Type medals known to this author.

Not only was Mr. Bumstead the first merchant to use Mr. Lesher's scheme, but the 
success was emphasized with a second order from Bumstead. Again '"A.B. Bumstead'' 
appeared on this new issue; however, a new type was created.

The mining scene and wording is the same as Zerbe No. 2; however, the reverse 
is without scrolls in the field on both sides of the Colorado seal, and no line above 
the word ^^COLO.'^ 

Zerbe stated in an article that, . . It is presumed that 1000 were struck ..." of this 
Bumstead Type II, and numbers are listed below from 606 to 1741. It Is noted that only 6 
pieces are known above number 1000. Therefore, it Is this writer's contention that 
there were not more than 500 Zerbe No. 3 medals struck, again based on the following 
known numbers.

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Another article appeared in the Victor Daily Record, dated Wednesday, November 
\ 1900 

' LESHER DOLLARS IN DEMAND 

‘'The Publication of His Silver Scheme Has Caused a Sensation and a Rush For the Souvenirs 
— Merchants Anxious To Use Them. 

The account of Joseph Lesher's scheme to coin silver at a private mint appearing in 
yesterday morning's newspapers caused a sensation, not only in Victor and Colorado, but 
throughout the United States. 

It set business men, financiers and mine owners to talking and thinking and brought 
novelty seekers in great numbers to Mr. Lesher's house. He and his wife had hardly begun 
breakfast in their little home when the rush began. It seemed that everyone in town was 
anxious to become the possessor of a 'referendum dollar'. One rap after another shook the 
front door and visitor after visitor was turned away with the assurance that there were not 
enough dollars on hand to go around. 

The most welcome visitor of the morning was A.B. Bumstead, proprietor of the grocery on 
North street. Mr. Bumstead was welcome because he proposed to accept the souvenirs in 
exchange for groceries and give them out to anyone who wanted them in change. 

This took a load off Mr. Lesher's mind, because he did not relish the idea of having his 
peaceful home turned into a sub-treasury. He gave Mr. Bumstead all the'referendums' he 
had on hand, about afterwards referred all comers to the dealer In groceries. A 

few minutes after this arrangement had been concluded a messenger boy in blue clothes 
and brass buttons brought a telegram from the headquarters of the Associated Press In New 
York asking for details. 

This matter was disposed of and the proprietors of several stores called, all of them anxious 
to use referendum dolllars in their business by receiving them for goods and paying them 
out in change and clerk hire. Mr. Lesher took their names and promised to supply them with 
souvenirs as soon as he had some more made. ^ 

The first edition of the souvenirs is now practically exhausted and the next issue will 
consist of 500 pieces. These will be manufactured by the novelty works in Denver. 

There are but two opinions of Mr. Lesher's scheme expressed here. One that it is feasible 
and will be of great practical benefit to Colorado Industries, and the other that it is 
impractical if not illegal. The decision seems to lie with the public. If the business men, as 
they now seem disposed, encourage the scheme and redeem the dollars the success of the 
undertaking seems probable, assuming, of course, that the United States authorities do not 
discover some ground for interference."

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when Farran Zerbe interviewed Mr. Lesher in 1914, Lesher was 74 years old and said 
he did not know how many pieces were struck, but he believed it to be between 3,000 
and 3,500 medals. Lesher, however, did not correlate the numbering system between 
types and varieties. 

All known writers on Lesher medals have believed that 100 pieces of this first type 
were struck, and all numbers were hand engraved on the medals. After a detailed, six 
year search, the following pieces are known numismatically.While some medals are 
not located in a named collector's hands today, it Is considered that since they were 
traded numismatically, as identified below, then they are surely still in collections 
today. Perhaps this article will help to identify new locations of the Lesher medals. All 
pieces listed as being In the possession of Madison Coin Box were stolen in June of 
1977, and those listed in private collections have owners who prefer to remain 
anonymous.

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The money factory is located at the Lesher residence on West Victor avenue. The 
proprietor is well known to Victor people and all of them wish him success in his patriotic 
enterprise. 


Who was this nnan? Joseph Lesher was 
born on July 12,1838, in Fremont,Ohio, 
far from the Colorado Rockies and his 
claim to fame. As a young man he served 
in the War Between the States with the 
Union Army, returning to civilian life as 
a merchant. But the wander lust soon 
got the best of him and he headed for 
Georgetown, Colorado and the life of a 
miner. Within two years Lesher was 
prospecting on his own. After four years 
in Colorado he returned to Ohio for a 
time where he engaged in livery 
business with W.S. Wait, but Colorado 
could not be denied and he returned to 
the mountains. 

Lesher mined in the areas of 
Georgetown, Leadville, and Silver San 
Juan, and owned a productive silver 
mine near Central City. Consequently 
the demise of silver coinage by the U.S. 
government in 1873, better known as the 
"‘Crime of 1873,'' hit Lesher along with 
most Colorado miners as a disaster. 
Banks, business houses, and mines 
failed, and thousands were un- 
employed. William Jennings Bryan built 
a national platform around the free 
coinage of silver and Lesher was on his 
side all the way, but gold was to have its 
day and the discovery of gold in Cripple 
Creek saved the day for Colorado. 
Lesher followed prosperity to Cripple 
Creek and Victor, gaining wealth from 


real estate Investments, but he remained 
a believer In free silver, and his plan for 
silver referendum medals was an effort 
to see silver utilized once more. 

There are only six types and eleven 
varieties of Lesher's medals, the first type 
being dated 1900. All types of this same 
year are 35mm in diameter, and weigh 
480 grains, equivalent to one troy ounce 
of .950 fine silver. The pieces of 1900 are 
stamped with a price of $1.25. In iden- 
tifying the known locations of these 
medals, the author has shown the names 
of previous or present collectors, or in 
those cases where the piece was last 
known in a dealer's possession, that 
dealer's name is identified. In many 
instances dealers' names are known as 
the intermediary between collectors; 
however, in those cases the dealer's 
name Is omitted. 

Farran Zerbe was the first to give 
Lesher medals a number,^i and this 
writer has used his same numbering 
system. As an example, Zerbe No. 1, 
number 25 is shown as: “25 V Good 
Chatrllon - Burton - Porter - Mehl 
auction 6/23/42." This means, 25 Is the 
serial number, V Good the condition, 
the medal is known to have been in the 
collections of Chatillon, Burton and 
Porter, and was last known sold in the 
Mehl auction of June 23, 1942.

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Numismatic history was created in 1900, in the small town of Victor, 
Colorado, located on the southwest slope of Pike's Peak. The Tuesday 
morning issue of the Victor Daily Record, November 13, 1900, carried the 
headlines. 


^ VICTOR MAN STARTS A MINT 

THE UNIQUE ENTERPRISE OF AN EX MINER 
WHO STILL HAS FAITH IN SILVER 

The Coins From His Mint Contain Just One Ounce of Pure Silver But Are Worth $1.25 
Apiece Because Redeemable In United States Money — A Scheme To Open Idle Mines. 

The enterprise of Victor citizens is proverbial and whether they undertake to set the 
fashion in the reception of political spell binders or break the record in gold production, 
they are pretty likely to succeed. 

They believe that Victor should have everything any other city has. Denver has a mint^^^ so 
a Victor man has established a mint also. The Victor mint will coin nothing but silver dollars 
and the dollars will be worth 25 cents more than the Denver product. 

The proprietor of the new mint is Joseph Lesher, one of the pioneers of Colorado. For 20 
years he has lived and labored in the silver camps of the state. Georgetown, Central (City), 
Leadville and the Silver San Juan have known him. When silver declined and gold was found 
south of Pike's Peak he came to Victor and prospered. Fortunate investments in real estate 
multiplied his small capital and at this writing he is one of the monied men of the camp. 

Mr. Lesher has faith in silver. He also has a sincere desire for its enlarged use. This desire Is 
not entirely unselfish, for Mr. Lesher owns a silver mine near Central (City) that was worked 
at a profit before the slump of '92, but has since been Idle. 

For years Mr. Lesher has believed that it would be possible as well as beneficial for 
Colorado to coin its depreciated silver and use it to facilitate exchange and promote 
business. The same idea has been suggested by Governor Walte^^^ and entertained by no 
less person than Senator E.O. Wolcott^si, but Mr. Lesher Is the first man, since Colorado 
became a state^^^ to carry the theory Into execution. 

First he had a die manufactured in Denver^^i^ (hep hg purchased silver bullion from the 
smelters. The metal was next rolled out in thin sheets and cut by the die into octagonal 
pieces, each containing exactly one ounce of pure silver. 

Before Installing his mint Mr. Lesher applied to Senator Teller^®! for Information and was 
advised that there would be no legal objection to his enterprise if he refrained from 
imitating government money. This he has carefully done and his coins differ so greatly both 
in shape and Inscription from legal tender that a blind man can not be deceived by them. 

With his present facilities the money maker can turn out 100 dollars a day. The silver costs 
at present quotations about 65 cents an ounce and the expense of coining Is about 15 cents, 
so the Lesher 'referendum' dollar represents an outlay ol 80 cents. The manufacturer 
charges $1.25 for one of them. 

He calls them 'referendum' dollars because no one Is compelled to take them against his 
will. In other words they are referred to the people for acceptance or rejection. Although 
Mr. Lesher is convinced that the intrinsic value of an ounce of silver is $1.29, he does not 
insist that everyone shall accept his valuation and Is prepared to guarantee the parity of his 
dollars by redeeming each coin in lawful money of the United States. He keeps his cash at the 
Bank of Victor and expects to arrange with the cashier to cash the 'referendum' dollars in the 
same manner that checks are cashed. 

The coins are a little thicker and much heavlerf’i than the U.S. dollars, but no greater in 
circumference. They are quite handsome in appearance. On one side is the inscription: 
'Joseph Lesher's Referendum Souvenir, one ounce of pure silver, price $1.25 Mf'd Victor, 
Colo., 1900.' an^ on the other 'A Commodity, Will give in exchange currency, coin or 
merchandise at face value. No — .' 

Each coin is numbered consecutively^^oi. fvtr Lesher believes that the merchants of 
Colorado could put his souvenirs into circulation by accepting them for goods and using 
them to pay clerks, rent and local expenses. The silver mine owners could pay off their 
miners in referendum dollars and so open many Idle properties. The mint has turned out 100 
of the coins, but no effort has been made to put them into circulation. The manufacturer will 
first sell them as souvenirs and at the same time try to Induce the business men to adopt his 
scheme.
